CRISIS. 


DUE TO ’FAILURE OF CROPS. 


‘Kovno, Lithuania .(U.P:):—' 
Lithuania .is in the throes of 4 
severe ‘economic crisis, caused by 
serioug crop failures this year. 
The harvest of cereals and: feed 
grains has becn so “poor that 
children and adults alike ore faced 
with starvation, in several, sections 
of the country, while the farmers, 
lacking feed; are ‘compelled to sell 
their cattle at absurd prices virtual- 
ly to the first best ctistomer. 

The government hag granted a 
10,000,000 litas credit to relieve the 
most pressing distress among. the 
agrarian population, but this 
amount is generally recognized as 
wholly inadequate ‘to cope with the 
growing miscry. It is estimated 
that 25,000,000 litas would scarcely 
suffice 4Z-administer first aid to the 
famine-menaced districts. 

The agricultural crisig hag been 
extended to the nation’s trade and 
commerce. Owing to the peasants’ 
inability to meet notes now falling 
due, numerous trading firms have 
been foreed to cease payments and 
are on the verge of bankruptcy.

.. A pine-line from Kowloon'to Hong 
Kong as-recommended by Mr. R. 
M.-Henderson, ofthe. Public Works 

| Department, will be Iaid on the 
harbour -bed as soon as possible. 
Other detailed schemes which were 


| considered involved the ‘embedding 


of the pipe in concrete and ‘the 
boring of a, tunnel under the har- 
bour. It has been decided to pro- 
ceed with the first scheme. 

The work of laying pipes.on the 
Kowloén side is already in hand 
and is anticipated that the whole 
project will be completed and the 
pipe connection in operation in the 
early part of 1930. % 

. Only A Partial Solution. 

On the other hand, it has been 
pointed ont that the: pipe-line 
scheme affords only a partial solu- 
tion of the problem. It could only 
supply, at best, o million gallons of 
water per diem, whereas Hong 
Kong's shortage is far in excess of 
.that quantity. 

_ The second undertaking consider- 
ed by the’ Government jis the com- 
pletion of the Shing Mun byewash, 
in connection with which work-will 
be commenced: at once. Orders 
were given on Saturday, as a matter 
of fact, for operations to begin ‘as 
soén as possible. “The completion: 
of this undertaking will largely in-, 
crense the storage capacity at Shing 
Mun.. peaecat: : 
». The damming of the gorge repre- 
sents another important step in the 
development of: the Shing Mun 
Plans, and estimates are 
not yet ready but‘es soon as they 
are presented, work will conimence 
without further delay. eae: 
. It-is ‘understood that these new 


undertakings will be finaticed en- 


tirely’by Joan funds. Until arrange- 
ments for a new lodn are made, the 
Government has sufficient money in 
hand, to meet initia] expense. .

The change is com- 
ing» slowly but surcly. , In medicine 
and Inw the Chinese have eminent 
practitioners; in commerce they 
H have wealthy and astute men of un- 
qurstioned integrity. Chinese’ who 
have scttled abroad are the pioncers 
of their race in acquiving the 
technique of Western business_or- 
ganisation, one, hav 
more progress in this direction than 
the Straits Chincse- ‘Altogether, 
then, it is clear ‘that'some very re- 
markable developments arc. taking 
place in Malaya, and Professor 
Histon hag done good service in 
directing the attention of those 
interested, in social: and cconomic 
problems to 2 field which awaits 
inquiry by studerits of all branches 
of social science.

According 
to statistics obtained to-day by the 
United Press, the Municipal, Jail to- 
day houses 4,000 Chinese criminals. 
Tt.was built almost 20 years: ‘ago 
for the accommodation of an estim- 
ated average of 1,800. | *

where two and even three men are 
confined in the one-man celis,— 
four ‘feet wide and six feet long—is 
to be relieved gradually under pre- 
sent municipal plans, but these. are
